were written for our learning (II Tim. 
*11, 16, 17; Rom. xv, 4). These sayings 
certainly include the book of Proverb« 
as well as every other part of the 
Scriptures. 
This has been called a 
book on godliness or holy living, con­ 
trasting God’s wisdom and man’s fol­ 
ly; it is God’s wisdom for man’s igno­ 
rance. The words wise and wisdom are 
used over 100 times, and the words fool, 
folly, foolish, foolishness, over ninety j 
times. 
In chapter viii and elsewhere 
wisdbm evidently refers to the Son 
of God, for He is the wisdom of God 
(I Cor. i, 24). 
By contrast we think of 
the fools of whom He Himself spake, 
who hear His words but do them not, 
who are rich on earth, but not rich 
tow’ard God; who have no use for 
prophecy (Matt, vii, 26; Luke xii, 20, 
21; xxiv, 25). 
In verse 4 of this lesson 
chapter we read, “ Labor not to be 
rich; cease from thine own wisdom,” 
for it is man’s wisdom to get rich 
quickly and at any cost, for he Is slow 
to believe that*riches make themselves 
wings and tly away (verse 5). 
Our lesson, with Its immediate con­ 
text, sets forth the folly of bad women 
and strong drink, two of tlie great 
evils of this world by which the great 
destroyer 
destroys 
multitudes. 
Con­ 
cerning the former it Is written, “ Her 
house is the way to hell” (chapter vii, 
27), and, concerning both, they cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God (I Cor. vi, 
9-11), but that even such have been* 
saved and may be saved, for Christ 
J esus came into the world to sa ve sin­ 
ners, to seek and save the lost. 
Woe 
and sorrow’ is the present portion of 
all such, and if they die in their sins 
then it will be torment that will covet a 
drop of water to om>I the tongue, and 
finally tlie everlasting fire prepared for 
the devil and Ids angels (Luke xvi, 24; 
Matt, xxv, 41). 
But God Is not willing that any 
should perish, and in the person of His 
Son He became a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief, was wounded 
and bruised for us. bearing our sins In 
His own body on the cross, suffering 
the J ust and the unjust, that He might 
bring us to God (Isa. III!, 3-5; I Pet. 
ii, 24; HI, IS), and he tt is who says. 
“ Wisdom Is the principal thing; there­ 
fore get wisdom, for wisdom is better 
than rubies, and all the tilings that 
may be desired are not to be compared 
to it, for whoso flndetli Me findeth life 
and shall obtain favor of the Lord” 
(chapter iv, 7; viil, 11, 35). 
All sin is a form of selfishness, the 
gratification of the carnal mind, which 
is enmity against God. and the only 
hope for any kind of a sinner is a 
new’ heart, a clean heart, which God 
Himself murt create In us, and does 
when we receive Him who was made 
sin for us. Every one. moral or openly 
sinful, must be born of God, as we 
learned in our recent lesson on J ohn lii. 
The carnal mind, the natural man, is 
incorrigibly 
bad and never can be 
made new’ (Rom. viii, 7). but the Son of 
God, the wisdom of God, will receive 
any sinner w’ho comes to Him (J ohn 
vi, 37). will enter any heart that is 
opened to Him, and then the sinner 
becomes a new’ creature in Christ. 
If Christ is then allowed to have the 
right of way In the life that H e has 
redeem ed and to work out the works 
which H e has prepared (Eph. 11, 10). 
God will be glorified and the life of 
J esus made manifest in that life. 
In verse 33 of our lesson we read of 
the eyes and the heart, aud in Lam. 
lii. 51. we learn that the eye affects 
the heart, aud in J ob xxxl, 7, that the 
heart w’alks after the eyes.

Beginning March 29, 1903.

Topic.—Home missions,—Progress in the 
Philippines.—Matt, xiii, 31-33. 
The Scriptural references include the 
parables of the mustard seed and the 
leaveu. The idea suggested in each is 
that from small beginnings the king­ 
dom of heaven grows and spreads un­ 
til It becomes great and powerful. The 
least of seeds becomes a great tree. A 
little leaven leaveneth the entire lump. 
These parables are particularly appli­ 
cable to the kingdom in the Philip­ 
pines. 
It is a great field, and today Is 
“ the day of small things,” but we are 
not to despise It for that reason. 
Un- 
der God the small becomes great. Even 
at the present time great progress has 
been made in our Pacific Islands edu­ 
cationally, 
governmentally 
and 
reli­ 
giously. 
Churches and Sunday schools 
in fair numbers have already been es­ 
tablished. Tracts are being distributed 
perhaps as In no other place In the 
W’orld. 
The people no longer under 
the domination of priest craft are more 
willing to hear what Protestants have 
to say. 
But vice and immorality are 
widespread. 
Drunkenness has a terri­ 
ble hold upon the people, and the sa ­ 
loon should go. 
When w’e consider all 
things we may well rejoice over what 
God has done already in the Philip­ 
pines. 
The seed of the word Is taking 
root, and the leaven of the kingdom Is 
widely spreading.

Notes” 
from the Presbyterian Christian En­ 
deavor Manual are interesting and in­ 
structive;

Christian Endeavor came to tho Philip­ 
pines In that splendid society on Dewey s 
flagship, the Olympia. 
It speedily spread 
among the Filipinos, and It Is destined to 
be an Important agent In planting Prot­ 
estant Christianity In those Islands. 
There are about 1,725 Islands In the 
Philippine archipelago, with an area of 
about 122,000 square miles—a glorious new* 
empire to win for Christ. 
The population of the islands la about 
8,000,000, 
nearly all of them Catholics, 
though, 
fortunately. 
3,000,OX) are 
Inde­ 
pendent Catholics. 
There arc 270.000 Mo­ 
hammedans, 75,000 Buddhists and Confu- 
cianists. 200.000 Anlmists—a complicated 
task for the missionaries. 
All the largest denominations and sev­ 
eral of the smaller ones hastened to the 
'Philippines at the close of the war with 
Spain 
and inaugurated a second war 
with Ignorance, superstitution and bar­ 
barism. 
About 18.000 converts have been made by 
our missionaries in the Philippines. More 
than 100 little churches have been built, 
each a center of light in much darkness. 
The missionaries have distributed more 
than 30.000.000 pages of religious literature 
through the islands, and each page is a 
precious seed that may bring forth glori­ 
ous fruit. 
The native converts have begun to take 
up the work of evangelizing their breth­ 
ren. 
Seminaries have been established to 
train the native preachers and schools to 
train the native deaconesses and other 
Women workers.

Adds to the Mystery. 
Philadelphia, March 27.—Despite re­ 
ports from Worcester. Mass., that the 
body of the young man wiio committed 
suicide here on March 19 is not that 
of Stuart Wesson of that place, the 
bedy has been again identified as that 
of young Wesson by Mrs. Ella R h 
bins, a cousin.
